Attention is required to restore important park 

components that have fallen into disrepair.  The park is heavily used by residents and tourists. Restoration of the park is a priority of the 

Faubourg Marigny Improvement Association.  The park is in need of repairs to the failing fence wall, lighting, electrical system, utility shed, 

broken gate post and fencing, drinking fountains and plumbing.  The play area is outdated, many benches are in disrepair and the signage is 

broken and outdated.   The park periodically hosts special events such as art markets and concerts.

Plans for project in 2016 and repairs to Washington Square in 2017.

This project is intended to restore the landscape along the St. Charles Avenue neutral ground.  The landscape has been disturbed by recent 

construction, joggers, streetcar riders and Mardi Gras parade activity.  This proposal is to restore the turf between the street car tracks using 

"grass pave" technology, which is designed to perform under heavy foot traffic.  The grass pave will be used between the tracks because this is 

the location most frequented by joggers.  The turf in the area between the street car tracks and curb will be restored with Celebration Bermuda 

sod on a base of fiber soils in the areas that receive heavy parade foot traffic (Napoleon Avenue to Calliope Street).  Celebration Bermuda is 

proposed on a standard prepared base in the area between Napoleon and Carrollton Avenues.   Celebration Bermuda is a newer grass cultivar 

that has been demonstrated to have superior drought, foot-traffic and shade tolerance.  A secondary benefit of the base materials is that they 

will make the neutral ground more permeable, thereby creating more absorption and less rain water runoff to the municipal stormwater 

drainage system.  The St. Charles Avenue Association and Garden District Neighborhood Association have demonstrated a strong desire for this 

project.  This request is based upon a study completed in 2011 by the Regional Planning Commission.

Plans for project in 2016 and restoration of the St. Charles Avenue landscape in 2017.

This proposed project is in line with Chapter 5 - Neighborhoods and Housing through enhanced livability for neighborhoods and investments to 

improve quality of life.  Additionally, much of St. Charles Avenue falls within the HDLC Historic Districts and as such the restoration of the 

historic landscape supports the goals of Chapter 6 - Historic Preservation.  Because the project includes greater permeability of the soils, it will 

in theory absorb more rainwater runoff.  This supports Chapter 7  - Green Infrastructure.  Healthy landscapes support economic development.  

There are many studies that connect the aesthetic quality of surrounding landscapes to the prosperity of businesses, and as such this project 

satisfies requirements of Chapter 9 - Economic Development.  Chapter 13 - Environmental Quality is addressed through the Enhancement of 

the environmental value of urban green spaces aspect of this project.

The lighting system in historic Louis Armstrong Park is extremely sophisticated and requires a constant high level of maintenance.   When lights 

are not functioning properly, the safety of visitors is compromised.  However, the Parks and Parkways budget does not include funds for bulb 

replacement or general electrical maintenance.  Electrical needs include well labeled electrical panels, switchgears, timers, photocells, main 

circuit switches, breakers, water fountain maintenance (for the synchronized, color-lit, floating powered, decorative water fountains), bridge 

maintenance, pole lights, the signature archways and functional lighting for pathways throughout.  Additionally, we would like to upgrade to 

LED lighting where possible. The signature "Armstrong Park" archway at St. Ann Street and the sculpture lighting are currently experiencing 

outages due to a faulty controller.  The subsurface paving lights at the French Opera House sculpture are also experiencing outages each time 

the lagoon floods.  The National Park complex, Fire House, North Rampart entrance, Congo Square and Municipal Auditorium areas are in need 

of floodlight, bulb, lamp, ballast and timer replacements.  Additionally, a thirty foot long sidewalk needs to be re-poured and a drain installed 

in the area near the Archway.  In 2016, plans would be prepared, in 2017,  emergency needs repairs undertaken and in 2018 upgrades to the 

system will take place.

Repairs to Louis Armstrong Park lighting and electrical systems.

The vision for livability refers to historic and cultural preservation that supports community.   Formerly known as Place de Negres, Congo 

Square took its name from the tradition of slaves who gathered there on Sundays, their day off, to sing, beat drums, sell home-made goods, 

and celebrate.   It is on the  National Register # 92001763.   Today, the park remains an important community gathering place for many 

festivals, concerts, weddings and is a favorite tourist destination.    The quality of the city's parks are an integral part of the quality of life goals 

of the Master Plan, particularly the goals of the "How We Live" and "Sustainable Systems" sections.  Chapter 5 - "Neighborhoods and Housing" 

includes Goal 1 - "Enhanced character and livability for neighborhoods , with investment to improve quality of life."  Well-maintained parks are 

crucial for achieving the goal of neighborhood livability and quality of life.

Jackson Square, a National Historic Landmark, is in need of attention to restore and enhance important park components in preparations for 

the commemorations of the 300th anniversary of the settlement of New Orleans in 2018.  The existing "1960s era" exposed aggregate paving is 

cracked and riddled with patched sections and is becoming a trip hazard.   Phase I has been funded and will include repairs to the benches, the 

underground plumbing, electrical and irrigation systems.   The proposed Phase II will include creation of a masterplan and implementation of 

plans for complete replacement of pavement, a revised planting plan, increased storage, improvements to draw visitors to the underutilized 

corners of the Square (such as moveable chairs on crushed granite or a snack wagon to expand revenue), increased visibility between the 

Square and outer promenades, refinished existing statuary and some additional accent lighting (such as in the fountain).

The greenhouse is no longer operable and 

is becoming hazardous.    FEMA is funding some repairs for the greenhouses and head house, however, there will most likely be a shortfall of 

funds needed to fully restore the greenhouse complex.   The long term savings of adding money to the FEMA funds to properly restore the 

greenhouse will save the City money in the long run. The greenhouse is currently without electricity, heat, ventillation or irrigation.  Glass 

panels sometimes fall from the ceiling and, since the greenhouse is still in use, there is a danger that someone could be injured.  A functional 

greenhouse should also include retractable shadecloth, misting tables, and an office with a computer terminal.  The areas under the tables 

should be paved for weed management.
